FASHION LETTER 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Hats, which 


are always the last spring fashions to 
come, have put in an appearance Just 
In time for the exodus of fashionable 
sets to the Southern winter resorts. 


This season boasts the largest as- 


sortment in the history of fashions 
and, one might, add also the pret- 
tiest assortment, for there are 
not 


only new trimmings with new ways 
of arranging them, but elegant nov- 
elties in straws and braids. 


That white has lost none of 
Us 


vogue with the advance of the sea- 
son is emphasized by hats of white 
Milan straw, a material which is as 
soft as it is graceful. In addition they 
are so easily pliable that it Is possible 
to bead the brims into various in- 
dentures which have the dual advan- 
tage of forming a pretty frame for 
the fact and protecting the complex- 
ion from the tanning effects of South- 
ern winds and sunshine. 


In §reneral outline there is not a 


vast difference between the hats of 
the coming spring and those of win- 
ter.

gowns that are worn at the winter re- 
sorts are of thin material, prudent 
women are planning against possible 
sudden cold snaps by taking along 
gowns and wraps of light weight wool- 
en cloths. These, too, will be expect- 
ed to do duty after the winter season 
when the spring dress parade enlivens 
the fashionable boulevards. 


A striking costume which portrays

An Old Resident of Reno 


Joined the Silent 


Majority. 


Yesterday afternoon shortly after 1 


o'clock the spirit of Alfonso A. Ev- 
taut took Its flight to the God who 
«ave it. 


A. A. Evans, "Pete," as he was fa- 


miliarly known, ha» been sick for 
many months and his demise has been 
anticipated, but though long delayed 
It will cause none the 
leas sorrow 


among hundreds of friends here and 
elsewhere. 


About two weeks ago his life com- 


panion aol\ed the dark problem and 
at that time Mr. Evans was hovering 
between life and death. 


Be had been 
semi-conscious for 


some time before hl» demise and lit- 
tle realized that the struggles of life 
for him were near an end. 


A. A. Evans was born in Deilanlce, 


Ohio, and was sixty-five years of age. 
He leaves two brothers, Alvaro Evans, 
J. N. Evans and a sister, Mrs. Mary 
Arrowsmith, to mourn hta loss. 


Pete Evani was a veteran of the 


civil war and carried to his grave the 
marks of a skirmish he was engaged 
In while upholding the flag that thou- 
sand* hn\ e suffered and died for—the 
glorious emblem of freedom. 


On December 11, 1863, A. A. Evans 


enlisted as quartermaster-sergeant of 
the Thirt>-Eighth Ohio Veteran Iii- 
fantrj 
He t*as engage^ in a num- 


ber of 
battles and suffered wounds 


that crippled him for life. 


He receited an honorable discharge 


from service, July 12, 1866, aa first 
lieutenant and regimental quartermas- 
ter of his old regiment. 


After his experience In the service 


of his country Mr. Evans came west 


later was instrumental to i 
or less decree In the building of the 
present water system of the town. 


He became a member of General O. 


M Mitchell Post, No. U, O. A. R., 
of this city, September 17. 1884, and 
was one of the most enthusiastic mem- 
bers up to the time of his death. He 
was twice elected as Post Commander 
and held other responsible positions 
that he filled with credit to himself 
and with honor to the Post. 


In 1894 Mr. Evans was elected As- 


sessor of this county and was also 
re-elected for a second term, which 
expired with the dawning of this year. 
Prior to this time he served a term 
as 
Deputy Assessor 
under A. G. 


Fletcher. 


Few people In this county were 


better known or better liked than 
"Pete" Evans. 
Nearly all the time 


here he held positions that would have 


tendency to make enemies rather 


than friends, bat his sunny disposi- 
tion, his jovial and generous ways en- 
deared him to the public to such an 
•xtent that his shortcomings in other 
respects if any there were, lost their 
lustre, and he passed away, honored 
and respected by all who had the plea- 
sure of hid acquaintance.

day afternoon and will be under the 
auspices of O. M. Mitchell Post, No.
